REMARKS 

The application is amended to cancel the claims of 
the originally-filed parent application that are drawn to 
non-elected groups and to insert in the specification the 
proper cross-reference to related applications and to 
conform to the format for the specification to the present 
rules. A substitute Specification and Abstract is enclosed. 

In the Action for parental patent application U.S. 
Serial No. 10/105,644, the claims were divided into three 
groups : 

Group I: Claims 1 to 8. and 13 to 15; 

Group II: Claims 9 to 12 and 16 and 17; and 

Group III: Claims 18 to 20. 

Claim Group II (Claims 9 to 12 and 16 and 17) is 
hereby elected for continued prosecution and examination in 
the present divisional patent application. In the present 
amendment, Claims 1-8, 13-15, and 18-20 are canceled. 

New dependent Claims 21 to 27 are presented to 
clarify the claim scope covered in this divisional patent 
application for the presently-elected embodiment of the 
invention. Support for these amendments lies in the claims 
originally filed (e.g. claims 2, 3, 7, and 8) and throughout 
the specification. The disclosure teaches and enables the 
conversion of molecules from Claim Group I to those of the 
presently considered Claim Group II. Thus, no new matter 
has been added through this amendment. 

Claims 10 and 17 were amended due to the new 
presentation of new claims having intermediate claim scope. 
Support for these dependent claim also lies in the 
originally- filed claims (e.g. 2) and throughout the 
specification. Thus, no new matter has been added through 
this amendment. 

Claims 9 to 12 , 16 to 17, and 21 to 27 are before 
the Examiner, the consideration and prosecution of which is 
respectfully requested.
